In its true form influenza is 
caused by a special kind of virus 
which appears to be more preval- 
ent during the colder months, and 
during epidemics the infection is 
mote vi than it generally is 
ics. Even a mild 
attack of influenza causes a great 
deal of discomfort, and if neglect- 
ed may pave the way to pneumon- 
la. 


At the beginning it is difficult 


symptoms are much more severe. 
The patient has a fever, there are 
pains in the back and liver, and 
usually there is more or lems se- 
vere headache. At this stage if the 
patient will go to bed, recovery 
usually occurs in a few days. All 
cases of influenza should have a 
{physician in attendance. 
Influenza may be a very ex- 
hausting disease, and it may be 
necessary for the patient to rest 
| for a long time after recovery in 
| order to get back his strength. A 
too rapid return to active life 
may have serious consequences 
‘The influenza virus seems to at- 
tack groups of muscles, expecially 
[those in the limbs or the heart 
muscle itself. In order to avoid 
any damaj to the heart, rest in 
bed is absolutely necessary. 
Many of you after an attack of 
influenza have been short of 
breath, this was a sign that the 
heart muscles had been affected 
by the disease
